I/>sdos, Jan. 1-1..Tho Duko of Clnr-
cncc and Avondato is dead. At 0:35
tlio Lord Mayor received tho following:
"His Koyal Highness passed away at
0:15 o'clock." After this canio tlio fol¬
lowing dispatch from the Princo of
Wales: "Our beloved son passed away
at 3:15 o'clock to-day."
On receipt oi tho news tlio I.ord Mayor

at onco gavo orders to liavo tho great
boll in trt. Paul's Cathedral tolled, and
alio sent the following message to tho
1'rince of Wales: "Wo are profoundly
moved by the sad news, and have com¬

municated it to our fellow citizens. Wo
tender our deep and respectful sympa¬
thy with vuur Koyal Highness in this
great sorrow and national calamity."

NEWS nrCF.tVED IN' LONDON".

When tlio solemn tolling of tho great
tells in St. Paul's cathedral were hoard
this morning tlicy convoyed to every
ono within hearing of their deep
mouthed booming tho fact that the
<Hike had passed away. Tho bells in St.
Paul's aro never tolled save on tho oc¬
casion oi the death oi an heir to tlio
throne, and therefore no further in¬
formation was necessary for tho poople
of London to niako them awaro that
niter a gallant struggle tho heir pre¬
sumptive had finally succumbed. The
announcement of Ins death caused far
less commotion in tho city than was ex¬
pected, but this was no doubt duo to
the fact that nearly everybody had al¬
ready given up hope.
The telegram from tho Prineo of

Wales to Lord Mayor Evans, announc¬
ing the death of' tho duke, -was'not
posted at the Mansion House until 10:30
o'clock. When tho little piece of wliito
paper was put up there woro only a few
persons in waiting. Thoy received the
hows with stolid indifference. Tho
crowd at no tiino exceeded thirty dur¬
ing tho first hali hour after the an¬
nouncement was posted, and scarcely
any comments were made.

In tho West End thoro was a scene
that was in striking contrast to the in¬
difference displayed in tlio vicinity of
tho Mansion Hoiiee. Hundreds of per¬
sons well known in tho upper circles of
London society, members of the no¬
bility and others gathered in little
groups and gravely discussed tlio death
oi the duko and its effect on tho suc¬
cession in all its hearings. Serious
iaces could be seon all along Tall Mall,and there is no doubt that the calamityis much taken to heart by tho Englishnobility.

THE SCENES AT SANWIIXGUAM.
"Up to noon 110 official bulletin of tho

death of tho duko had been issued at
Sandringham hall, but soon after 10
o'clock tho blinds of tho lioueo wore
drawn, the flag on tho church was
placed at half mast, and tho church
ball began tolling. These lacts gavo to
the peoplo waiting about tho gates tho
information that all was over. At an
early hour this morning reinforce¬
ments of police were sent to Sandring¬ham, and they prevented any access to
to tho house.
As tho day progressed tho crowd intho vicinity of Marlborough Houso in¬

creased. The mall was at times com¬
pletely blocked with carriages convoy¬ing tho most noted peoplo of tho king¬dom. Lord Salisbury, tho primo min¬
ister, and Lady Salisbury, anil nearlythe entiro diplomatic corps, were call¬
er-. At 1 o'clock this afternoon thofollowing dispatch was received fromSandringham llall: "After a markedimprovement during tho early part ofthe night the strength oi tho Duko ofClarenco suddenly failed. About 21o'clock lie began to gradually sink, anddeath occurred at 0:15 a. m. This dis¬patch was signed by tho three physicianswho had been in attendanco upon hisroyal highness.Tho bells in Westminster Abbey weretolled from 12 o'clock until 1.

a standstill in Chilean aflairs that
forebodes somo important rnovo on tho
part'of tho President. All tho corro-

spondenco is in his hands, and ho is ro-

quiring from tho legal authorities in the
department of justico somo opinions
concerning the effect of tho testimony
taken at Vallejo siuco tho return of tho
Baltimore. Tho most important fact
that has como to light is that the Prcsi-
dent has personally sounded sotuooi tho
leading Democrats as to what would bo
thoattitudo of tho house in caso tho
situation bccamo so serious that tho na¬

tional honor will havo to bo upheld by
forco of arms. Chairman Blount, of
the house foreign affairs committee,
has been consulted, and he gave tho
President the assurance that there
would be no hesitation on tho part of
tho house to vote all that may bo neces¬
sary to sustain tho honor of tho Hag.
While intent on a retrenchment of
governmental expenses, there is uo
member on cither sido of tho houso
who will hesitato to appropriate all
that may bo required to secure satis¬
faction from Chile. No political capi¬
tal could be inadc out of such expendi¬
tures, as they would be extraordinary
in their character.

A WAR MESSAGE EXPECTED SOON.
The Presideut has not indicated the

date upon which ho will send his mes¬

sage to Congress. It may bo expected
very shortly, and in this connection
there is a resumption of the unwonted
activity in getting tho navy iuto good
shape. The Washington navy yardordinarily has been in operation eight
hours each day. Recently tho nun
foundry and projectile shop wero put
on twelvo hour turns. Within tho
present week arrangements have been
made to operate the yard 011 threo eight-
hour turns per day, which'means un¬
interrupted work for twenty-four hours
in every working day. There is a great
shortage in shells for tho now eight, ten
and twelve-inch guns. The plant for
their manufacture has never been largo,
as all that were kept on hand was a
sullicicnt number for experimental pur¬
poses when gun tests were being con¬
ducted. So short is the present supply
that tho government was obliged to buy
projectiles abroad with which to make
the recent armor plato tests at Indian
Ilead. If our improved navy is to be
pffective, each one of the ships will havo
to havo a tremendous amount, of these
projectiles 011 hand, and it is to equip
them in this respect that the projectile
shop is now in constant operation day
and night.

Titoors and smra ready.
For tho purpose of aiding in the de-

fenso of the Atlantic coast two of tho
old monitors which have boon for years
lying in tho mud at Norfolk, aro to be
lloated and manned. They will only bo
available for coast defense, as they" are
old timers, unable to stand up against
modern ships, but they can bo armed
with modorn guns, and each will make
tho most formidable kind of a floating
battery. It is estimated that tho war
department has now concentrated
within easy reach of San Francisco at
least ten thousand men. "When the
sizo of the United States army is con¬
sidered, and the fact that certain posts
in Indian reservations havo to bo well
equipped at all times with troops, it
will bo seen that the department has
put about the last available man whore
lie will be handy when needed. Thero
can be no doubt that tho President be¬
lieves a peaceful settlement is unlikely
to occur. ho is preparing as rapidly
for the other contingency as present
facilities will permit, and when ho can
go no farther without Congressional
action the ollicial request for such ac¬
tion will bo made.

AVITIIDKAWX for REPAIRS.
Mr. Ilolmrui'fl llctfolutiou Not So popular
"With llio Democratic House, Including
IJimsoir.

Washington*, D. C., Jan. 14..'The
house of representatives of the Fifty-
second Congress has not followed the
aggressive leadership of Chairman Hol-
man, of the appropriations committee,
in declaring that tho appropriations of
Congrass shall bo strictly limited to the
monies nocessarv to carry on the sov-
eral departments of tho government.
When an adjournment wastakon this

afternoon Mr. Holman had so far reced¬
ed from tho strict spirit of his resolu¬
tion a3 to ask that, the provious ques¬
tion bo reconsidered in ordor that ho
might consider tho advisability of to¬
morrow accepting an amendment mod¬
ifying tho sweeping declaration of the
second clause of tho resolution.
As tho resolution at present reads it

is generally interpreted as presenting
an insuperable bar, not only to "steam¬
ship subsidies, but also to tho' sugar
bounty, tho Nicaragua canal bill, tho
World's Fair loan, tho improvement of
rivers and harbors, appropriations for
public buildings, etc.

Cincinnati, 0., Jan. M..Henry
Corbiu, tho negro who murdered Mrs.
Georgotto Uornor at Oxford, 0., on lost
Tuesday night, was lynched thoro at 10
o'clock to-night. He had been hiding
ever 6inco Tuesday night in a shed
within a fow hundrod fcotof tho place
whero ho committed tho murder.
Growing hungry ho sent a negro boy
up town to get him something to cat,
and tho boy told that ho was getting
food for Corbin and told whoro tho
murderer was hidden.
At once a crowd formed and rushed

to tho spot to which tho negro boy had
directod thom. Corbin heard them too
lato to cscapo, and in his cowardly fear
endeavored to put an end to his lifo
with a small revolver. Ho shot him¬
self abovo tho right oyc, but tho wound
was not fatal. Fearing that their vic¬
tim had escapod, tho crowd rushed in
and seized him. But tho marshal and
his assistants took him in ehargo and
wero leading him to tho calaboose, fol¬
lowed by an enragod,crowd, which now
numbered Bcvoral hundreds.

TYPE SETTING MACHINES.
The Publltihcra' Association Committee
Al'tor n Teat Decide Thoy Aro Prac.
ticable.
New York, Jan. 14..The committee

on machino composition appointed last
winter by tho Amorican Nowspaper
Publishers' Association presented a

voluminous report to tho executive
comraitteo of tho association, in soasion
last Tuesday in Now York. The full re¬
port in all its details, with numerous-
appendices, will be published privatolv
ior the exclusive use of members of the
association. The following is^ a formu¬
lated summary of the conclusion of tho
committee. Tho committeo agree in
stating:
First.That machine composition is

absolutely practicable and very much
cheaper than hand composition.
Second-.That as botweon tho typo

setting and tho typo casting machines
tho latter aro by far themoro preferableior ordinary newspaper work.
Third.That so far as was revealed

by this test tho Rogers typeograph pro¬
duced the best and most economical re¬
sults. Its simplicity of construction
was so great that it was set up readyfor running in ninotv minutes. For
five consocutive working days no
machinist or other party than tho oper¬
ator had anything to do with the
machino and it ran smoothly with
scarcely a moment's interruption for
the entiro period of tho test.

and told his patienl her troublo had
boon caused by wearing a supporter.This sho emphatically donied. claimingthat sho had nover seen such a thing.Her distress was such that she insisted
upon an operation and Dr. Walker
called in tho assistanco of Drs. McCoyand McCullough for tho operation-yes-torday. Upon seeing hor Dr. McCul¬
lough announced thatsome six or seven
years ago he had beon called upon to
perform an operation upon tho same
woman. She was then troubled with
an abcess upon thbright thigh, in which
in lancing, tho lanco struck a hard for¬
eign substance, which was removed
and proved to bo half a common steel
hair pin. This immediately caused the
surgeons to wonder if it woro not possi¬ble that something similar bo the cause
of tho obstruction which was giving the
woman euch distress. Their surmises
provod correct, for upon making tho in¬
cision and exposing tho part, the other
half of tho hair pin was found and re¬
moved. How came' such an article one-
half across tho mouth of tho womb im¬
bedded in tho posterior wall and tho
other in the right thigh? Here comes
the most remarkable part of tho story.Tho woman suffered a mental affliction
about twolvo years ago and while in
tho Columbus asylum attempted to
commit suicido by driving a sharp steel
hair pin into her breast just over her
heart, but her attendants did not know
that it had beon buried in the flesh. In
theso dozen years tho two halvos had
worked themselves downward until
both havo now boon removed. The
case is a peculiar ono and scarcely with¬
out a paralcll in surgical annals.
